NAVAL OFFICER SAYS TITA! 
WOULD HAVE LIVED HAD 
SHE BEEN EQUIPPED 
WITH LIGHTS 


WASHINGTON, April 29.— If the 
Titanic had 
been 
equipped with 
searchlights and used them to keep 
watch for ice of which she had been 
warned, the ocean leviathan would 
not now be lying three miles below , 
the surface of the sea. 
This was the declaration today of 
Captain John J. Knapp, U. S. N .,! 
one of the naval officers who has 
been assisting the senate investiga­ 
tion committee here. 
“ I would recommend the installa­ 
tion of searchlights on every ship, 
whether it be a tramp, 
plying 
on 
coastwise routes, or the ocean grey­ 
hounds 
in 
trans-ocean ic 
naviga­ 
tion,” he said today. "The question 
of such lights aiding in navigation is 
debatable, but in the case of the Ti­ 
tanic, it would certainly have been 
of the greatest assistance in ‘pick­ 
ing up ice.' " 
Knapp said that the Titanic In­ 
vestigation had proved to him that 
all officers should be better school­ 
ed.
